One Man Blames the Track. 
Edward Huff, who rode the machine in a 
race on Friday and made a mile in one minute 
| and eight seconde, claims that the accident 
was the result of a defective track. He says 
it was too soft and permitted the machine to 
slide at the turn. 

This was the last_day of the fair and the 
races had attracted a large crowd. 

The first four laps of the mile track were 
made af a terrific speed, but with no acci- 
dents. On the fourth lap Day appeared to be 
spirting as he passed the three-quarter pole 
and the crowd was cheering and expectant 
as he started to make the turn before coming 
Gown the: homestretch. 

| Auto Turns a Somersault. 

When a short distance from the pole the 
machine suddenly swerved and the rear part 
struck the fence. The next moment the ma-~ 
chine shot Into the air and turned a somer- 
sault, with the chauffeur still clinging to his. 
seat. It landed again, but shot into the 
fence and tore it down for a distance of fifty 
feet, then {it overturned and threw Day to 
the ground. The spot where he landed was 
ninety-five feet from the spot where the ma- 
chine first struck the fence.

Hoffman Near Belleville. 
Belleville, Ill., Sept. 12.—[Special J—Will-

Brandt, at the latter’s home in Maeystown, 
sixteen miles south of Waterloo, last Mon- 
day night, wae captured this forenoon on the 


north of Belleville. The capture was made 
by Deputy Sheriff Gus Kiamm, Andrew 
Schaefer, deputy United States marshal,

Hoffman was taken by surprise while 
asleep, but he put up a desperate fight, and 
it was not until he had been knocked down 
and roughly handled that he surreridered. 
Then he acknowledged his identity, and con- 
fessed to the murder of Dr. Brandt. Sheriff 
Ruch arrived from Waterloo at 6 o'clock 
and took charge of the prisoner. He says 
the feeling against Hoffman at Waterloo is 
bitter, but that he does not anticipate any 
attempt at lynching. 

This morning he came to Belleville, and 
while on the public square inquired the route 
to the home of his brother, George Hoffman, 
a foundryman, residing at 228 Virginia ave- 
nue. He did not find his brother at home, so 
he talked for a short time with his broth- 
er’s wife, who informed him that there was 
a warrant out for 

His presence in elleville* soon became 
known, and posses went in search. Hoffman 
denied the report that he had threatened to 
kill two other men and then kill himself. 

Hoffman's father and mother are serious- 
ly il as a result of the tragedy, and it is 
thought that the father will die.. Mrs. W. M. 
Brandt, the widow of the murdered man, 
is also in a dangerous condition as a result 
of wounds in the face sustained during the 
shooting.

Storm Sweeps Over North Dakota and | 
Montana—People Found 
for the Severe Weather. % 


fierce snow storm is raging in North Dakota, 
Montana, and Manitoba, and dispatches from 
many points indicate that the storm is gen- 
eral over a vast area.

Conn., Sept. 12.—In the United 
q es District court today D. E. Loewe & 
Od, of Danbury, hat manufacturers, insti- 
tuted suits against the national officers of 
the American Federation of Labor, the na- 
ional officers of the United Hatters of North 
America, and against 250 members of those 
Orgatizations, residents of Danbury, who 
were formerly in the employ of the plaintiffs. 

The plaintiffs allege that because they re- 
fused to employ only union ‘labor in their 
upon demané of the union in 1901 
were boycotted both in the 
Wasted States and in Canada and in 1902 the 
union men employed by the plaintiffs were 
eallea on strike. Damages of $140,000 are 
aened for under the Sherman anti-trust 
law.

Visitor to the Great Saskatehe- 
| wan Valley Describes Cli- 
| mate and Crops. 


Spring Drought Unknown and 
Cereals Yield Prolific 


Assinaboia, N. W. T., Sept. 6— 
S@pecial Correspondence.]—In previous cor- 
Pespondence dealing with the rapid American 
Settlement and marvelous-agricultural de- 
Welopment of the Saskatchewan valley I have 
touched upon the extent and character of the 
immigration, the growth of towns, and the 
Hews features of the “ American invasion.” 
The important feature yet to be touched upon 
fe the agricultural possibilities of the coun- 
ty, and with this In view I have spent three 
weeks. carefully examining the soil, gather- 
‘ing data ag to climate, inspecting what has 
@iready been done, and interviewing those 
settlers who have had most experience in the 
Valley. 

ia | general way the land is a rolling prai- 

Tie, Tanging from moderately broken prairie 
'O great stretches as level as characterize 
‘Our illinois prairies. There is both a north 
4nd a south branch of the Saskatchewan 
fiver, each mighty stream navigable 1,500 
to 1,700 miles, and with a joint watershed 
SoOmparable only to that of the Mississippi 
mud Missouri rivers, on this continent. These 
Branches approach within a few miles of 
‘€ach other at Saskatoon, and then flow par- 
Bilel for 150 miles before they reach a junc- 
tion. As pointed out before, only the smaller 
part of the watershed is fitted by climate for 
agriculture, and of that so available a 
Still smaller part represents open prairie land. 

The valley of the south branch lying east 

Of about the 107th degree of latitude makes 
Up the prairie country, and it is here that 
settiement is active. 


Pome 150 miles, is an open prairie country, 
With no timber and only a few scattered 
chumps of willow and dwarfed poplar. Along 
@ few streams, and especially in the broken 
land along the main river, there is some. 
little for fuel, less for settlers’ use 
ullding and fencing, but nothing of size 

for lumber. 

Growth of Grass Is Heavy. 

“The natural growth of grass is heavy, large- 
ty buffalo grass, with some wild timothy. 
read top, and -other prairie 5 old 
buffalo wallows and trails are found every- 
where, testifying to the nutritious character 
of the grasses, a natural testimony which ts 
fonfirmed by the sleek, fat condition of cat- 
te and horses on the range today. Around 
Mosthern where there has been settlement 
for four years and fires have been kept out 
% have seen from one and a half to two tons 
per acre of wild hay cut from upland prairie 
end as high as three and a half from sloughs. 
Settlers have no difficulty in getting enough 
wild hay for such winter stock feeding as 
i= practiced. These grasses cure on the stem, 
ena cattle and horses that are acclimatized 
ate left outside to rustle through the winter, 
and horses come through in condition to be- 
gin their spring campaign of farm work in 
good flesh. 

AS @ general description it may be said 


that the.soll of the Saskatchewan valley is a

‘yule these are different forms of granite, 
eccasionally limestone, and they seem to 
have no relation to the soil, apparently 
brought in and deposited by glacial action. 
In the few places where these stones are 
found the land seems just as good as else- 
where, the only drawback being the cost 
‘of gathering up the stone. 
Ideal Soil for Grain. 


‘The depth of the soil runs from eight inches 
to two feet or more (in a cellar excavation at 
Davidson I saw it five and one-half feet

Agricultural experience prior to this year 
has been mainly confined to the older settle- 
merits at Rosthern and Duck lake. In addi- 
tion to what has been done in actual prac- 
tice in these districts, the experiment sta- 
tion maintained by the dominion govern- 
ment at Indian Head furnishes a large 
amount of dat& covering both crop possi- 
bilities and agricultural practice. 

A glance at the map will show that the 
ola settled and farmed districts of Manitoba 
and eastern Assinaboia along the Canadian 
Pacific railroad, like the Indian Head, Re- 
gina, and Moose Jaw districts, already fa- 
mous for their crop production, are only 
fifty to sixty miles south of this district.

The soll contains to a high degree the ele- 
mente needed to produce a strong, thrifty, 
heavy small grain growth, and the climate,

‘The secret of the agricultural possibilities 
lies in two things—the long hours of eun- 
shine and the spring moisture supply fur- 
mished by winter frost. During the growing 
season there is an average of two hours 
@ally more of sunshine than is experienced 
im our fields, a fact which practically adds 
four days of sunshine to each summer month. 

Uolike our own wheat fields, the possibil- 
ity of a spring drough interfering with 
Sermination and early growth—in other 
words, preventing ““a good start’—is a 
factor not considered. During the winter 
the ground freezes to a great depth, winter 
breaks up, and snow is gone about April 1, 

and just as soon as a couple of inches of the 
top soll is thawed out, enough to cover the 
seed, the drills are started, and in two weeks 
er such a matter the seed isall in the ground.

ing pay handsomely, for, if the seed bed has 
been well prepared so that the surface will 
form practically a dust mulch, all this over- | 
winter moisture will be retained around the 
roots, making the question of early spring 
rainfall of little importance. | 

Interviews with those having longest ex- 
perience in the country lead to the conclu- 
sion that this frost moisture may be relied 
to carry the crop 
into June, and in that month such records as 
are available show usually ample rainfall. 

The experience of the valley to this time 
shows remarkably heavy rates of yield, as 
well as high quality. Wheat on summer fal- 
lowed lands runs from eighteen to thirty-five 
bushels per acre, and I saw fields thrashed 
around Rosthern that made as high as forty | 
five bushels, in spite of the fact that the pres- 
ent year, as in the states, has been an un- 
favorable season for wheat. Such yields 
exceptional, but an average for the last f 
crops, secured by personal interviews th 
fifteen farmers without selection in the 
co of one day’s drive, showed 26% bush- 
els, ‘and I'am satisfied that twenty-five bush- 
elg ts a conservative estimate of the average 
for the Rosthern district, the only one where 
enough has been done to furnish reliable 
data as to capabilites. In the old settled dis- 
trict, just to the south, the government re- 
ports showed twenty-nine bushels average 
last year. The wheat is largely red Fife, 
grades No. 1 hard, and weighs sixty-two to 
sixty-four pounds to the bushel. 


Great Yield of Oats. 
The yield of oats will run above sixty 


bushels per acre, weighing frequently above 
forty pounds per bushel. In the last two 


such success that the valley will become a 
center of production for this crop. It is 
usually seeded on first breaking of sod, and 
in spite of crude preparation. of the soll ts 
this year bringing sixteen to twenty bushels 
per acre. On the Detchon farm, referred to 
in previous correspondence, there is this 
year a flax field with a furrow four and e half 
miles long. ;

It will not mature 
corn, but it is good for thirty tons per acre 
of corn fodder. i 

The valley has great agricultural possi- 
bilities, and it is only a matter of afew years) 
until its volume of wheat will be great enough 
to shift. the center of spring wheat produc- 
tion north of the international line. In the 
district between Craik and Hanley, some 
sixty miles, there is this year pogsibly 700 
acres.in wheat; there has been plowed by 
settlers this summer to be seeded to wheat 
next year more than 27,000 acres; and the 
year following will show well toward 250.000 
acres in wheat. This is the country which 
Americans discovered at the beginning of 
the twentieth century.

“Washington, D. C., Sept. 12.—-[{Special.]— 
The dispute between the two senators from 
Delaware over the removal of Miss Todd, | 
postmistress at Greenwood, has ied Post- 
master General Payne to makethe following 
statement regarding his policy in the ap- 
pointment of fourth class postmasters: , 

“There is no law, regulation, or rule 
which applies to the department or the civil 
service commission regarding changes in 
fourth class postoffices, excepting under the , 
administration of President McKinley. An 
informal rule was adopted that a postmaster 
should not be considered as liable to removal 
until he had served a term of four years, 
unless some cause affecting the propriety or 
ability of the postmaster holding the office. 

“When I became postmaster general I 
endeavored to prevent the removal of post- 
masters of the fourth class, even after they 
had served four years, unles it was for some 
good cause, but there never was such a rule 
formally adopted. I am pleased to say that 
for the most part senators and members of 
congress have acquiesced in the wish of the 
department. 

“There appears to be an impression that 
after a fourth class postmaster has been per- 
mitted to remain beyond four years he should 
then, by custom, be permitted to remain an- 
other full term of four years. No such cus- 
tom has ever obtained, and the practice of 
removing these officials at the pleasure of the 
postmaster genera] has prevaiied, I believe, 
gince the foundation of the government. 

*“ When the two republican senators were 
elected in Delaware they were put, in their 
relations to the administration, upon the 
same footing as any other republican United 
States senators, and were made advisers of 
the department concerning the appointment 
of postmasters in.the state of Delaware, 

“One of the rules governing the action 
of postmasters is that a postmaster shall 
not allow his office to be made the head- 
quarters of a political party, nor shall 
he be aggressively active in stirring 
up factional quarrels, political or other- 
wise. Miss Todd, who was removed from 
the office at Greenwood, allowed her 
office to be, in effect, the headquarters of 
and her family and herself to be the most ac- 
tive factors in a factional political q 
inside the republican party. ' 

* Undoubtedly it would be a great relief 
to the department if the tenure of office of 
fourth class postmasters were permanent and 
stable during a period of good behavior, but 
thie rule has never obtained under ary ad- | 
ministration and no attempt has been made 
teward establishing such a rule until. the 
present administration. 

* The department, in dealing with senators 
and members of congress, must treat them 
uniformly. Mr. Allee is a senator of the 
United States just as much as Senator Hoar 
of Massachusetts is a senator.”

man or men who own their clubs make or 
lose money on the season, The club owner 


takes the chances,, and there have been 
more losera than winners in the history of 


the game. The winners make less money 
and the losers lose more than appears on the 
face of the returns, because of the foolish 


practice of padding attendance ‘figures. 


Therefore, it ig for the player's. interest to 


give the club owner every opportunity to 


make money. The more money the owners 


make the higMer will be the average of sala- 


ries, and in the perptuation of the game rests 


the player's hope for more of the comforts 
and pleasures of life than he could get in any 
other way. The game would go on if every 


major league player of today was killed in a. 


rallroad wreck tomorrow, but it would not 


go on if every club owner lost money on the

Thorium or uranium, which have act- 
ed in the same kind of a way as radium, but 
with far less vigor, would last a million 
years before there was nothing left, or, at 
least, before they were worn out, while ra- 
dium, preferring a short life and a merry 
one, could not expect to exist for more than 
a few thousend years. In that time one 
gram of radium would evolve 1,000,000,000 
heat units, sufficient if converted into work 
to ralee 500 tons a mille high, whereas a 
of hydrogen, ou? best fuel, burned 
in oxygen has only yielded 34,000 heat units, 
or one thirty-thousandth part of the output 
of radium.”

It was 
built at Bristol by Herreshoff, who iis, in 
spite of his name, a Yankee, born in Bristol. 
But, alas, Reliance did not have a Yankee 


} crew. | There was not an American on 


board of it nor a person born.in America. 
Its captain is a Scotchman, who has taken 
out his first papers. The first, second, and 
third mates are Norwegians. Of its.crew 
of forty-two men, thirty-seven are unnat- 
uralized and two naturalized Norwegians, 
two unnaturalized Swedes, and one an un- 
naturalized Dane..

PULSE AND RHYTHM. 


Miss Mary Halleck, a pianist.and a writer 


a scientific magazine which has attracted 
wide notice among musicians because of 
her novel theory that the pulse is the basis 
of rhythm—in other words, that the tempo 
of a composition corresponds to the heart- 
beat of the composer. Sentimentally this 
theory might be woven into some pretty ro- 
mances, but will it bear the test of cold 
facts? Is it scientific? 
Miss Halleck cites Beethoven and the 
metronome marks of his sonatas as.a proof 
of her theory. She affirms that Beethoven 
was the kind of man, physically and men- 
tally, to have a normal pulse. The normal 
pulse is about seventy beats a minute. The 
metronomic marks of his,sonatas approx- 
imate seventy. Birgo, Beethoven’s setise 
_of rhythm was determined by the working 
of his arterial system. | 
Miss Halleck insists that this demonstra- 
tion is conclusive. Perhaps it would be 
if the major premise were not defective. 
Beethoven was not the kind of man to have 
a norma! pulse. He was afflicted 
various diseases nearly all his life, was an 
almost constant sufferer from them, .gnd 
died of a combination of them. 


addicted to “raptures,” or fits of absent 
mindedness when he knew nothing of what 
was going on about him.

Tedious Search in River Bed. 


In spite of the fact that the money was 
in gold, and heavy, Mr. Donovan gave the 
loser of it little encouragement when he 


started out on his mission. She pointed out 


to him just where she stood when the strap 
which held the chatelaine bag to her beit 
broke, letting it bound into the water. She 
ehowed him as near as possible where the 
bag struck the water, and, taking a strip 
of board, the diver nailed it to the bridge, 
with the end over the spot where the bag 


‘fell. From this he dropped a weight made 


ef a piece of heavy gaspipe suspended by a 
stout cord. The gaspipe sunk deep into the 
ooze and mud at the bottom, and from this 
&S guiding center Mr. Donovan began to 
wor 

He took down with him a short stick, and, 
from the central possibility of the gaspipe, 
he made a circle of two feet around it, sink- 
ing his bare arms a foot and aihalf into the 
coze. The first circle completed, he made 
another of double the radius of the first one, 
passing his fingers over-every inch of the 
bottom. A third circle, still increasing in 
diameter, had been made, and Mr. Donovan 
was about to give up all hope of finding the 
bag, when suddenly his fingers closed on 
it as certainly and as firmly as if he had 
stcoped and picked it up in the street instead 
of out of the slime of a jet black river in 
which eyes were as uscless as they are to 
the blind fishes in the Mammoth Cave. 

But from this successful job complete 
by Mr. Donovan, don’t be influenced to drop 
your purse into the river for the experienve 
of it.

“ Bottom?” repeated Mr. Donovan after 
his questioner. ‘‘ Why, it is anywhere from 


-@ighteen inches of ooze and. slime to ten 


feet of it, and all of stich a character that 
to take up a handful of the most solid ooze 
and squeeze the: fingers together will leave 
the hand empty. The bottom itself when 
reached is firm enough, but the ooze above 
it is ugly to work in. Anything of weight 
will sink to the solid bottom. The purse 
was lying there on the firm floor of the 
river, the weight of the coin taking it down. 
If her purse had been filled with paper notes 
the result of my search might have been 
different.”’

Few Men Can Stand Pressure... 


“In my experierice I have tried the diving ' 


suit on at least’200 men who have failed to 
stand + strain of water pressure below 
twelve or fifteen feet,’ said Mr. Donovan. 
“In going down in the suit the pressure in- 
creases at the rate of one pound for every 
twenty-seven inches. You can imagine what 
this means when you have left an air pressure 
above of fifteen pounds and have sunk to a. 
int where the water pressure may be 
forty-eight to fifty pounds to the square inch. 
I have known men big enough and strong 
enough to throw me over a roof who could 
not stand twenty pounds pressure, while on 


‘one occasion I worked seven hours and a 


half in a water pressure of forty-eight 
pounds. 

“ I suffered for. it, however, by an attack of 
the ‘bénds.’ Perhaps you never, heard of 
this trouble, but it is much more painful than 
rheumatism.

Pressure Gradually Equalized. 

The first effect of the water upon the ama- 
teur diver in diving dress is the assault of 
the inclosed air upon the drums of the ear. 
As depth increases the sensation is akin to 
that of a person’s putting a pencil in each 
of the diver's ears and trying to drive them 
in till they meet in the center of the head. 
This is because the air resistance in the 
dress is not as great as is the pressure of 
the water and until this pressure is brought 
up to that of the water the victim suffers in 
his ears. 

Again when this eq method is at 
ily upon the chest, making breathing diffi- 
cult and painful to a degree. In some meas- 


down with the force of the water. In going 
down into deep water Mr. Donovan keeps 
tobacco in his mouth. He says that as 
pressure increases he finds relief by swal- 
lowing saliva. 

“TIT haven't sought to discover the reason 
for this relief, but it is there,’ he says. “It 
will relieve the chest pressure in a moment 
and equalize the air and water pressure in 
second.” 

Workmen who go into tunnels supported 
by compressed air #re compelled to go in 
through graded entrances leading up to the 
eighteen or twenty pounds of pressure that 
obtains in this work. In going into water 
pressures that are so much greater, the diver 
has to wait upon the same restoration of 
equilibrium. Below a depth of fifty feet a 
day’s work is. fixed at four hours, the diver 
working one hour below and resting the 
next hour above.

Evil of Blank Summonses. 


THE TRIBUNE has named the real 
that comes out of the practice, and it ine big 
one.

n @ great majority of ca it is paid 
there, not only the debt but the alleged court 
costs. Then the collection agency tears up 
the summons. All the justice has got is the 
small amount for the summons, probably not 
more than 25 cents, certainly not above 50 
cents. The collection agency has illegally 
appropriated court costs and used the power 
of the court to intimidate the debtors into set- 
tlement. 

Right here I want to make all the d 
shall make. I did issue blank 
but not many of them, and none recently. I 
have no excuses to offer for issuing any of 
them. I knew I was inside the law in doing 
it, and that salved my conscience. The law 
may never have intended that blank sum- 
monses should issue, but there is nothing in 
the act to prevent the practice. 


Evil of Nonsuits. 


A far more serious evil than that of blank 
summonses is nonsuits. 

I had a man whom I had known as a boy 
come into my court once and say he was the 
defendant in one of the cases before me. 

“I don’t want to influence you unduly,” he 
said to me, “ but here in my pocket are the 
transcripts of over a dozen nonsults, each 
one taken before a different justice tn Cook 
county. What can I do? I have a good de- 
fense, but I can’t offer it. The plaintiff’s 
attorney takes a nonsuit every time and then 
sues again.” 

I told him the only things he could do would 
be to get out an injunction restraining each 
and every Cook county justice from. hearing 
the case, or else to let the judgment go by 
default and take an appeal to the Circuit 
court, where one trial would end it all. I 
advised the latter course and’ he took it. 

I have had a lawyer nonsuit a case in my 


court and go across the way and sue again, 
getting a summons in time to serve the de- - 


fendant before he left my courtroom. This 
is persecution, and the present justice court 
system lends itself to it. The only remedy 
is to get a new system, first changing the 
state constitution, and then amending the 
justice court act.

Experiences in Police Court. 


Not all the evila are in the debt collecting 
court. 

Some are in the police court. I have seen. 
them act under my nose and found it impos- 
sible to stop them. Here are samples: 

Some fellow has committed a minor offense. 
It is his first appearance in police court. The 
shyster lawyer, always on the watch, sizes 
him up, and while he Is sitting awaiting his 
turn,- sidies up to him, asks what his offense 
is, says he is a lawyer, and asks to defend 
him.

For curative and medicinal 
purposes she believes that one day a week 
is sufficient to fast. Her diet on other oc- 
casions is such as would lead per- 
sons to believe they were fasting. 
. Wheat and fruit are all that she eats. 

“ Wheat for strength,’’ she says. “‘ You 
can’t live on fruit alone. Wheat is needed . 
for strength. . Aside from that, the only 
thing I eat is fruit.”’ 

‘When Miss Smith took to fasting she was 
not entirely convinced that a cure would 
result. It has been successful, she says. 


satisfaction that a person can live on 5gents 
a day. She has done this for six months, 
she says. All during this fasting and diet- 
ing period she has been working as much as 
cight hours a day, four of which have been 
spent in giving music lessons. :

Experience During Long Fast. 

At first, Miss Smith says, the person fasting:

“The way to fast is to eat no food and te 
drink only water for any length of time that 
you may decide upon.

for the first meal. There are short fasts and 
long fasts—a short fast is begun after dinner 
in the evening and is kept up until luncheos 
the next day (it is a good idea to take this fast 
every day).

until the second morning following; a longer 
fast is kept up a week, while the longest regu 
lation fast is twenty-sevem days. When you 
have learned to do withont eating for four 
weeks you may abstain from food for an in- 
definite length of time. In a short fast you 
should drink a great deal of water, as it 
cleanses the system. In a longer fast you 
should drink less each day until moisture be 
comes necessary only every three days.
